Hi John, 


I don't have a manual, but the mention of the Monsanto brand name brings back 
some memories when I used to repair these Nixie type units in the early 1970's 
for a sales/service company. 


What I remember with great clarity was the poor bonding between the phenolic 
material and the etched portions or the circuit board. The mere sight of low 
wattage soldering iron would cause the etched material to left away from the 
board. (I'm exaggerating a bit but it wasn't far from the truth). I took great 
pride when I could replace any IC on any circuit board and have someone guess 
which one was replaced. It was not the case for the Monsanto counters. 


It would appear that the agricultural-based Monsanto company fared just as well 
with counters as did the Rubenstein cosmetic company, when they decided to get 
into the R390 receiver business. :-)
